MORNING SESSION, SECOND DAY. 


Hall of the House of Representatives, Boise, Idaho, Jan. 5, 1909. 

House met pursuant to call. 

Mr. Speaker in the chair. 

Prayer by Chaplain. 

Roll call. All present except McFadden of Ada. 

Reading of Journal omitted on account of not being made up. 

A committee from the Senate waited on the House, and informed the 
House that the Senate was organized and ready for business. 

The committee on drawing of seats reported as follows: 

We recommend that all seats be first vacated; and that after the 
selection of seats by former members of the House the names of those 
remaining be placed by the Chief Clerk in a box and drawn, one at a 
time, the selection of seats to be made as their names are drawn.

On motion of Bangs the report was adopted. 

Bangs moved that the only lady member of the House have first 
choice of seats, and that Representatives Taylor and Woodward, vet- 
erans of the civil war, have the next choice. The motion was duly 
seconded and carried.

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The committee appointed to wait upon the Governor reported that 
they had delivered their message and that the Governor, by his sec- 
retary, would appear before the House with his message to the Leg- 
islature. The report was accepted and the committee discharged. 

The committee appointed to wait upon the Senate reported that 
they had delivered their message to the Senate, and on motion the 
report was adopted and the committee discharged. 

The committee on rules reported progress and asked for further 
time in which to make their report. On motion of McCracken the 
committee was given further time. 

McCutcheon moved that the drawing of seats be made the special 
order on Wednesday morning, January 6, 1909, after the reading of 
the Journal Motion duly seconded and carried. 

The message of the Governor was duly received by the House. 

The following concurrent resolution was introduced by McCutcheon: 


CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 1, BY M’CUTCHEON 


Resolved, the Senate concurring, That the two Houses of the Legis- 
lature meet in joint session in the Hall of Representatives on this day, 
January 5, 1909, at 2 o’clock p. m., for the purpose of hearing the 
Governor’s message. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously and ordered transmitted to 
the Senate 

McCutcheon moved that a committee of three be appointed to con- 
fer with the Code Commissioner with reference to determining the 
most expeditious method of adopting the Revised Codes of the State 
of Idaho, and that such committee report immediately at the close of 
the joint session. Motion was seconded and carried. 

The Speaker appointed as said committee McCutcheon, Featherstone 
and Taylor of Custer. : 

A message was received from the Senate that the body had unani- 
mously adopted Concurrent Resolution No. 1, by McCutcheon. 

On motion of Parsons, a recess was taken until 1°55 p. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Mr. Speaker in the chair. 

Roll call. All members present except Mrs. McFadden, who was 
excused. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms notified the Senate that the House was in 
session and waiting. 

The Senate was admitted, whereupon the House went into joint 
session. 

The roll call of the Senate showed all members present except Mac- 
beth. 

Joint roll call showed all present except Macbeth and McFadden. 

The message of the Governor was then read by the Chief Clerk. 

Senator Hunt moved that 5000 copies of the Governor’s message be 
printed for the use of the Senators and members of this session. Mc- 
Kinlay seconded the motion. Carried unanimously. 

Hunt moved that the joint session be dissolved. Seconded and car-° 
ried. 

Session dissolved at 3:10. 

Unanimous consent was given to the House to return to the Ninth 
Order of Business. 

Shaw introduced Concurrent Resolution No. 2. 


HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 2, BY SHAW. 


Whereas, the House of Representatives and the Senate of the State 
of Idaho respectfully did duly assemble at the place on the day fixed 
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by the Constitution of the State, therefore, to-wit: At the State Cap- 
itol at Boise, in the County of Ada, State of Idaho, and on January 4, 
1909, and did on that day duly and permanently organize and fully 
complete their respective organization; now, therefore, be it, 

Resolved, by the House of Representatives (the Senate concurring), 
That Tuesday, January 12, 1909, at noon, the respective Houses of the 
Legislature shall separately vote for a person to be Senator of the 
United States for the full term beginning March 4, 1909, and on the 
folowing day at noon they shall meet in joint session in the Cham- 
ber of the House of Representatives to perform their further duties in 
the premises under the Constitution and the laws of the United States. 

Shaw moved the adoption of the resolution. Seconded by McKin- 
lay. Carried unanimously. 

Committee appointed to confer upon the Code Commission submit- 
ted the following report to the Speaker of.the House of Representa- 
tives: 

Your committee appointed to confer with the Code Commissioner 
in regard to the most practicable manner of proceeding to expedite the 
adoption of the Revised Code, respectfully report that they have per- 
formed that duty, and after such conference, aided by the judgment 
of the Commissioner, who has given the matter special attention, find 
and advise as follows: 

That said Revised Codes have been prepared in accordance with the 
Act of the Ninth Session of the Legislature relating thereto; that the 
work has been carefully and well done, and that the provisions of 
said Act have been carefully complied with in every particular; 

That said Codes have received the approval of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court, under whose supervision the work was undertaken 
and completed, and that we have every reason to believe, and so re- 
port, that their early adoption is urged by the Bench and Bar of the 
State; 

That for the purpose of having the same in shape for convenient 
use in passage, three copies of the Code have been printed and bound 
in single volumes, one for each branch of the Legislature, the third 
for use as the enrolled bill; 

That a sufficient number of Codes have been printed for the use of 
the several members of the Legislature, and that one of such printed 
copies has been delivered to each member; 

That, in the opinion of your committee a case af urgeney exists, and 
we recommend that immediately one of the three copies of said Code, 
so bound in a single volume, be introduced as House Bill No. 1; that 
it have precedence over all other legislation, and that it be passed in 
its present form, without change or amendment, .as speedily and 
promptly as the existing laws and provisions of the State Constitution 
will permit.

McCutcheon moved that the rules of the House be suspended, and 
that that portion of Section 15 of Article 3 of the Constitution, re- 
quiring the reading of bills on three several. days, be dispensed with, 
an urgency existing therefor, and that House Bill No. 1 be read a first 
and second time by title and a third time at length, section by sec- 
tion, and placed upon its final passage. Seconded by Shaw of Ada.

We, your Committee on Rules, submit the following rules for the 
government of the House of Representatives during the Tenth Legisla- 
ture Session, and respectfully recommend their adoption.

Report accepted. 


The Speaker announced that the House would proceed with the 
special order of the day, providing for the selection of seats by the 
members. The seats were vacated and Representative McFadden, the 
only lady member, made first choice, and Representatives Woodward 
and Taylor of Custer, Civil War veterans, made second choice, after 
which ex-members of other sessions selected their seats and the new 
members drew for their seats by lot. 


The following rules recommended by the committee were then 
read: 


RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES: TENTH SESSION, 


Rule 1. The Speaker shall take the chair at the time to which the 
House stands adjourned, and the House shall be then called to order, 
and after prayer by the Chaplain, the roll of the members called, and 
the names of absentees shall be entered upon the Journal of the 
House. 

Rule 2. Upon the appearance of a quorum the Journal of the pre- 
ceding day shall be read by the Clerk and any mistakes therein shall 
be corrected by the House. 

Rule 3. One-third of the members present may order a call of the 
House and cause absent members to be sent for, but a call must not 
be made after voting has commenced. A call being moved, the Speaker 
shall require those desiring the “call” to rise, and if one-third of the 
members shail rise the call shall be ordered. 

The call being ordered, the Sergeant-at-Arms shall close the door 
and no member shall be allowed to leave the room except by unani- 
mous consent. 

The Clerk shall call the roll, and furnish the Sergeant-at-Arms with 
a list of those members who are absent without leave, and that officer 
shall proceed forthwith to find and bring in such absentees. 

While the House is under call no business shall be transacted ex- 
cept to receive and act upon the report of the Sergeant-at-Arms. And 
no motion shall be in order except a motion to suspend further pro- 
ceedings under the call, which shall require a majority of the mem- 
bers present. 

Upon the report of the Sergeant-at-Arms, showing that all the mem- 
bers who were absent without leave, naming them, are present, the 
call shall be at an end and the doors shall be opened and the busi- 
ness or motion pending at the time the call was made shall be pro- 
| ceeded with. 
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Rule 4. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum and decide 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House. 

Rule 5. The Speaker may vote upon all questions taken by ayes 
and nays (except on appeals from his own decision). 

Rule 6. When the House adjourns, the members shall keep their 
seats until the Speaker announces the adjournment. 

Rule % Every member, previous to his speaking, shall rise from 
his seat, and respectfully address the Speaker, and remain standing in 
his place before proceeding to speak until he is recognized by the 
chair. 

Rule 8. When too or more members shall rise at once the Chair 
shall designate the member who is first to speak, but in all cases the 
member making the motion or the chairman of the committee mak- 
ing the report which is under consideration, shall have the privilege 
of opening and closing the debate thereon. 

Rule 9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same sub- 
ject, nor shall any member occupy the floor for longer than one hour at 
any time without leave of the House, nor shall any member speak 
more than once, except for explanation, until every member choosing 
to speak on the subject shall have spoken. 

Rule 10. No motion shall be debated or put unless the same be 
seconded. It shall be stated by the Speaker before the: debate, and 
any such motion or any amendment shall be reduced to writing if 
the Speaker or any member desires it. 

Rule 11. After a motion shall have been stated by the Speaker it 
shall be deemed to be in possession of the House, but may be with- 
drawn at any time by the consent of the House before amendment or 
decision; but all motions, resolutions and amendments shall be en- 
tered upon the Journal, whether rejected or adopted.

Rule 49. When the House has arrivered arrived at the general ‘order 
of the day, it shall go into Committee of the Whole upon each order 
or particular order designated bya vote of the House, and no other 
pusiness shall be in order until the whole are considered and passed, or 
the committee rise, and unless a particular bill is ordered up, the 
Committee: of the Whole shall consider, act upon, or pass the general 
order, according to the order of their reference. , 

Rule 50. The Speaker may leave the Chair and appoint a member 
to preside, but not for a longer time than one day, except by leave of 
the House. 

Rule 51. The Rules of Parliamentary practice adopted by the House 
of Representatives of the United States shall govern the House in all 
cases to which they are applicable, and in which they are not incon- 
sistent with the Standing Rules and Orders of the House and the Joint

Rule 52. No Rule of the House shall be suspended, altered or 
amended without the concurrence of two-thirds of the members of the 
House.

In case all of the members of any committee are required 
or entitled to report on any subject referred to them, and cannot agree

of any member. 

Rule 57. No smoking shall be allowed in the Representative, Gal- 
lery or committee room. 

Rule 58. No member or any persom shall remain by the Clerk’s 
desk when the ayes and nays are being polled. 

Rule 59. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
lobby or gallery the Speaker or the Chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole shall haye power to order the same to be cleared. 

Rule 60. No member or officer of the House, unless from illness or 
other cause, he be unable to attend, shall absent himself from the ses- 
sions of the House during an entire day without first having obtained. 
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leave of absence, and no one shall be entitled to draw pay while absent 
more than one day without leave. 

Rule 61. Neither the Chief Clerk nor his assistant shall permit any 

records or papers belonging to the House to be taken out of their 
custody otherwise than in regular course of business, and doing so 
shall be subject to reprimand by the Speaker and such further penalty 
as the House may impose. 
- The Chief Clerk shall report any missing papers to the Speaker; 
shall have general supervision of all clerical duties appertaining to the 
business of the House; shall perform, under direction of the Speaker, 
all duties pertaining to the business of his office, and shall also keep 
a book showing the situation and progress of all bills, memorials and 
joint resolutions. 

Rule 62. It shall be the duty of the committee on state affairs to 
examine into the accounts and expenditures of the State Auditor, State 
Treasurer, and all other State officers entrusted with the custody or 
disbursements of any portion of the public moneys; to inquire, and 
report particularly on or before the thirtieth day of the session, 
whether or not the expenditures made by each and all of such officers 
are justified under the law; whether or not all claims from time to 
time satisfied and discharged by such officers are supported by suffi- 
cient vouchers, establishing the ‘ustice of such claims both as to char- 
acter and amount; whether or not all such claims have been disbursed 
in conformity with the appropriation laws, and whether or not all 
moneys reported to be on hand are so on hand and to the credit of the 
various funds as reported, and whether or not the notes, bonds and 
securities in which any portion of the public moneys are reported to 
be invested are on hand as reported and whether or not the same are 
proper and secure investments and securely kept. And it shall be, 
moreover, the duty of said committee to report from time to time,. 
whether any and what retrenchment can be made in the expenditures 
of any department or office of the State without detriment to the pub- 
lic service, and to report from time to time such recommendation and 
bills as may be necessary to add to the accounting and accountability 
of any officer of the State, and said committee shall make such.recom- 
mendations as tothe investment of public moneys and the exchange 
or sale of any of the bonds or securities held by the State as in their 
judgment the public interest requires. 

Rule 63, Thé Chairman of each Standing Committee shall lay on the 
Clerk’s desk, to be read previous to adjournment, notice of _the time 
and place of meeting of such Committee. 

Rule 64. No one except members and attaches of the House shall be 
allowed in the Committee room of the House, during session, except 
by permission of the Speaker or the Chairman of the committee then 
in session. 

Rule 65. Justices and ex-Justices of the Supreme Court, Judges and 
ex-Judges of the District Court, present and ex~State officers, mem- 
bers of the present and past Legislatures of this State and Territory, 
State officers of other States, members of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, and members of the United States Congress, shall be admitted 
to a seat upon the floor of the House, 

Rule 66. It shall be the duty of the Standing Committee on Rules to 
report and recommend the adoption of any special rule when the busi- 
ness of the House seems to the committee to require it. 

Rule 67. The following questions shall be decided without debate:

RESOLUTION, BY M'CUTCHEON, 


McCutcheon was given unanimous consent to introduce the following 
resolution: 


Resolved, That the portion of the message that the Honorable James 
WW. Brady, Governor, referring to the subject of local option, be re- 
ferred to the Committees on Privileges and Elections and the Judiciary 
jointly, with instructions.to report a Local Option Bill at an early day. 

(2) That the portion of said message referring to the pledges in 
the Republican platform be referred to the Committee on State affairs 
and the Judiciary, jointly, with instructions to report bills to carry out 
said recommendation at an early date. 

(3) That portion of said message relating to a Public Utilities Com- 
mission be referred to the Committees on State Affairs and Railroads, 
Carriers, and other Public Corporations, jointly, with instructions to 
report at an early date whether such commission is desirable, and if 
so, a Bill to that effect. 

(4) That the portion of said message referring to a Carey Land 
Commission be referreé to the Committee on State affairs and the 
Judiciary Committee, with instructions to report, first, whether such 
a law would be Constitutional; second, whether it would be desirable 
for the State, and if such reports are favorable, a Bill for such commis- 
sion. 

(5) The portion of said messaeg relating to a Primary Election law 
be referred to the Committees on Privileges and Elections, and State 
Affairs, jointly, with instructions to report at an early day whether 
such law is desirable, and if so, a Bill to that effect. 

That all parts of such message be referred to appropriate Commit- 
tees and that all parts of said message which contemplate the appro- 
priation of money be referred to the Ways and Means Committee for 
their careful consideration. 


McCutcheon moved to adopt the report. Thompson seconded the 
motion. Motion carried. 

The Speaker announced that House Bill No. 2 relating to an appro- 
priation for the expenses of the Tenth Legislature, had already been 


duly printed and a printed copy thereof delivered to each member of 
the House for the use of such members. 


McCutcheon moved that all Rules of the House interfering with the 
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immediate passage of this Bill be suspended; that the provisions of 
Section 15 of Article 3 of the State Constitution, requiring the read- 
ing of all Bills on three several days, be dispensed with, and urgency 
existing therefor, and that House Bill No. 2, relating to an appropria- 
tion for the expenses of the Tenth Session of the Legislature, be read 
the first and second time by title, and the third time at length, section 
BK section, and be placed on its final passage. Seconded by Parsons. 

The question being, “Shall the rules be suspended?” the roll was 
called with the following result:

We, your committee, appointed to confer with a like committee from 
the Senate on Joint Rules, governing the House and the Senate, when 
in Joint Session, have agreed upon the Rules of the Ninth Session gov- 
erning the same and herewith submit the following and recommend 
an order for the printing of five hundred copies of the same to be made 
for the use of both Houses: 


JOINT RULES OF SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Rule 1. In every case of amendment of a bill agreed to in one 
House and dissented from in the other, if either House shall request a 
conference and appoint a like committee to confer, the House shall 
appoint a like committee and such committees shall meet at a con- 
venient hour to be agreed upon by their respective Chairmen, and shall 
confer upon the differences between the two houses and shall report 
as early as convenient the result of their conference to the respective 
Houses for their action. 

Rule 2. When a message shall be sent to either House, the same 
shall be reduced to writing and transmitted to the desk of the Chief 
Clerk or Secretary, as the case may be, by the person to whom such 
message or communication is entrusted, and such message or com- 
munication. shall be taken in its proper ‘order as may be provided by 
the Rules of the House to which such message is sent. 

Rule 3. Messages shall be sent by the Clerks, or by such other per- 
son as the presiding officer may select for that purpose. 

Rule 4. Notice to either House of action by the other shall be in 
writing and be signed by the Clerk of the House from which such 
notice is conveyed. 

Rule 5. After a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be en- 
rolled immediately by the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which’it 
originated. 

Rule 6, After examination and report, each bill shall be signed first 
py the presiding officer of the House in which it originated, then by 
the presiding officer of the other House, and lastly be submitted to 
the Governor for his approval. The Enrolling Committee shall report 
the day of submission to the Governor, which date shall be carefully 
entered on the Journal of the House in which the bill originated. 

Rule 7. All joint resolutions and memorials, after being passed, shall 
pe treated in every respect as are bills, except that they shall be filed 
with the Secretary of State instead of being left with th Governor for 
his approval. 

Rule 8 When final action shall have been taken upon any bill, joint 
resolution or memorial, which has been passed in one House, it shall 
pe returned to the House in which it originated, with an-endorsement 
thereon by the Clerk, showing a complete record of all action taken 
upon it. 

Rule §. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial, except in matters 
pertaining to revenue or finance, shall have been passed by one House, 
and have been rejected by the other, it cannot be again introduced in 
the house In which it originated. 

Rule 10. When both Houses adhere to their disagreement, after the 
yote of the committee of conference upon any bill, joint resolution or 
memorial, the same shall be considered lost. 

Rule 11. The Chairman of the House Committee on Printing and 
the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Printing shall constitute a 
Standing Committee of two to take action on all articles proposed to 
pe printed by concurrent action, and the work to be done shall be 
equally apportioned to each Chairman for a reference to his respective 
committee, 

Rule 12. When the two -Houses shall meet in joint session, the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives shall preside. Such session 
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shall be held in the Chamber of the House of Representatives. The 
Chief Clerk of the House of Representatives and the Secretary of the 
Senate shall be the clerks of such session and the record of the pro- 
ceedings shall be entered on the Journals of the respective Houses.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR.

I have the honor to submit to you a communication from the: Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court of the State of Idaho to Honorable Frank 
R. Gooding, former Governor of Idaho, and transmitted to me upon 
my: inauguration, recommending amendments to laws now existing on 
the statute books and further recommending the enactment of laws 
now existing on the statute books and further recommending the en- 
actment of laws covering subjects not embraced in existing laws. The: 
recommendations are as folows: 

To the Governor: . 


In compliance with Section 25 of Article 5 of the Constitution, we 
hereby submit for your consideration and transmission to the Legis- 
lature such recommendations and suggestions as we deem proper to 
make concerning revisions and amendments of the existing laws of 
this State. 


I. 

We suggest and advise that it is of the first importance that the 
Revised Codes as they have been compiled and annotated by John F. 
MacLane, Code Commissioner, be adopted as the Code of Laws of this 
state. 

Ti. 


That Section 4456 of the Revised Codes be amended so as to provide- 
and require that the affidavit for publication of summons, the order 
for publication, the affidavit of mailing and affidavit of the publisher, 
shall each and all be made a pari o! the judgment roll. 


That Section 4146 of the Revised Codes be amended so as to provide 
that at least 30 days shall intervene between the first and last publica- 
tion of summons, whether it be Pees in a weekly or daily paper. 


That Section 8051 of the Revised Codes be amended so as to require” 
the Clerk of the District Court to transmit four typewritten copies of 
the notice of appeal and of the record, of all hills of exception, in- 
structions and endorsements thereon, and that the same shall be pre~ 
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pared in such manner and form as may be prescribed by rule of the 
Supreme Court. ;

That Section 4455 of the Revised Codes be so amended as to make 
it mandatory on the trial judge when he grants a new trial, to state 
in writing the grounds on which he granted the same.

I also beg to submit the following communication from Honorable 
Fremont Wood, Judge of the Third Judicial District of the State of 
Idaho, to the Justices of the Supreme Court of the State of Idaho, re- 
ferred to in the recommendations of the members or the Supreme 
Court to Honorable Frank R. Gooding: 

Boise, Idaho, October 21, 1908. 
To the Justices of the Supreme Court, State of Idaho. ~ 


Gentiemen:—-Under the supervisions of Section 24, Article 5, of our 
State Constitution, it is made ‘the duty of the Judges of the District 
Courts on or before the first day of July to report in writing to the 
Justice of the Supreme Court such defects or omissions in the laws 
as their knowledge and experience may suggest. By the same section 
the Justices of the Supreme Court are required to make a similar 
report in writing to the Governor, on or before the first day of Decem- 
ber, the latter report to be transmitted with the message of the Gov- 
ernor to the succeeding Legislature. While this report should have 
been made before July ist I presume there is no valid objection to the 
same at a later day, if in time for the consideration of your Honors 
before your report to the Governor. My attention has been called to 
two defects or omissions in the laws which I think should be corrected, 
one of which has been called to my attention in a judicial proceeding 
arising since July 1st last, the other prior thereto. 

The first question to which I wish to call your attention concerns 
the laws relating to marriage and divorce. February 14, 1903, Section 
2426 of the Revised Statutes was amended declaring illegal and void 
from the beginning the marriage of any person during the life of a 
former husband or wife of such person, unless “the former marriage 
of either party has been annulled or dissolved more than six months.” 
It was probably the intention of the Legislature that this prohibition 
should extend to all such marriages whether solemnized within or 
without the State; but I have been compelled to construe this amend- 
ment in connection with the marriage of an Idaho divorced husband 
where the second marriage was solemnized in the State of Montana 
within the six months after the Idaho divorce, and in construing the 
effect of said marriage I was compelled to sustain the same under the 
provisions of Section 2428, Revised Statutes, which provides that all 
marriages contracted without the State which would be valid by the 
laws of the country in which the same were contracted are valid with- 
in the State. Two cases have been called to my attention where parties 
securing decrees of divorce have left the State soon afterwards and 
have remarried in an adjoining State, where this provision as to time 
does not exist. With this statute obtaining, the statute preventing mar- 
riage after six months after decree is of little value. 

It is possible that your court would take a different view and decide 
that the subsequent marriage without the State, within the six months’ 
period was void, but I think the great weight of authority sustains the 
latter marriage, The probable intent of the Legislature could be best 
effected by an amendment in the form of proviso to Section 2428 of 
the Revised Statutes, which would provide that such marriage in a 
foreign State or county where one of the parties to the marriage had 
prior thereto been divorced by the courts of this State within six 
months prior to this marriage should be held void under the laws of 
this State. With the statute thus amended there would be no further 
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attempts to avoid the same by crossing State lines and contracting the 
marriage relation where the statutory prohibition does not exist. 


The other question to which I would direct your attention involves 
the collection and handling of public funds by the State Treasurer. 
Under existing laws the State Treasurer is required and compelled to 
keep on deposit in approved banks the public funds in his possession to 
‘the amount of moneys in his hands belonging to the several current 
funds in the State treasury.” By the foregoing it will be observed that 
this statute does not become operative upon the public funds until they 
have been actually converted into the treasury of the State. Under 
former decisions of your State, commercial paper in the form of checks 
and drafts, etc., had been declared to be public funds within the mean- 
ing of the law which prohibits the deposit of public moneys in the 
banks of the State by public officers charged with the safekeeping 
thereof, The depository law was not intended to operate upon any- 
thing except cash in the treasury, yet at the same time checks and 
drafts for the payment of taxes and for other purposes payable to the 
order of the State Treasurer are treated as cash when the question of 
placing their proceeds on deposit with any bank is considered. Some 
provision should be made by the Legislature by which transfer of pub- 
lic funds may be effected from the respective county treasurys to the 
State treasury, and thereafter disbursed by the State Treasurer with- 
out any seeming violation of the law as now construed by the courts. 


Section 2008 of the new Revised Codes requires county treasurers 
“to keep all money belonging to the State * * * in their own pos- 
session until disbursed according to the law. They must not place 
the same in the possession of any person to be used for any purpose, 
but by the same section they are permitted to make special deposits 
for the safekeeping thereof while they are responsible for the posses- 
sion of such money. 

By Section 1796 of the same Codes the county treasurers are re- 
quired during the first fifteen days of each quarter to.pay over in 
cash, without expense to the State, to the State Treasurer “all funds 
which have come into their hands” as such officers “before the close 
of business at the end of the previous month.” ‘While the section first 
quoted permits deposits of State funds in banks by special deposits, no 
provision is anywhere made to meet the expense of such deposit; under 
a special deposit the bank simply becomes the bailee of the specific 
fund deposited for hire, and it cannot be presumed that banks will 
a such trusts and responsibility without adequate compensa- 

ion, ` 

The section last quoted requires that the cash shall be paid to the 
State Treasurer without expense to the State and the Legislature has 
made no provision of any Kind for the transmission of these funds. The 
receipt of public moneys from the county treasurers by the State 
Treasurer, aS shown by published reports, amounts to between two 
and three millions annually. It can hardly be expected that the Legis- 
lature intended that these moneys should be conveyed by express or 
special messenger without making some provision for meeting the 
expense thereof, and for the further reason that under ordinary con- 
ditions these funds can be transferred without expense through and 
by means of the ordinary banking channels; at the same time the law 
as now construed may prevent the State and county treasurer from 
using the banks to effect their transfers. I am advised these transfers 
are now made by the county treasurer, either through check or draft, 
and in either event the remitting county treasurer is compelled to use 
the credit of some bank in making the transfer, while at the same time 
the money could not be converted into the State treasury until the cash 
is actually paid by the collecting bank. As between the treasurer and 
the State the check or draft to the other of the State Treasurer is pub- 
lic money, within the decisions in the Bunting cases, and the treasurer 
has no more right to deposit the same in any bank than he would the 
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cash, but so far as the application of the depository law is concerned 
such checks and drafts cannot be treated as cash until their proceeds 
are actually collected by the State Treasurer. 

My attention has been called to this condition of aifairs | by a case 
involving state funds, which were deposited in the form of checks and 
drafts made payable to the State Treasurer with the Capital State | 
Bank of this city for collection. The proceeding referred tO arose in 
a suit involving the State funds thus collected by the bank in which 
the facts above stated appeared. 

For the protection of the County Treasurers, as well as the State 
Treasurer, I think an Act should immediately be passed upon the con- 
vening of the Legislature, providing specifically tor the method of 
transferring the State funds in the hands of County Treasurers to the 
State Treasury, the strict observance of this will relieve loth the 
State and County Treasurers of the very great embarrassment in 
which they are now involved on account of the very plain and palpable 
omission now existing in the law relating thereto. The County Treas- 
urers have no technical right to use the banks for making these 
transfers, yet it is the only practicable method of meking the same 
without expense to the State; yet, as seen by the failure of the Capital 
State Bank, such methods may prove very expensive io the State 
Trasurer or the County Treasurer thus remitting the State funds. 4 
have suggested an early Act for the correction of the omission re- 
ferred to, because the State taxes will be largely paid before Decem- 
ber 31, and they must be transmitted to the State Treasurer before 
January 15 following. 

By the same Act provision should be made for the transfer of funds 
in the State Treasury, where the current funds are deposited under 
the State Depository Act, and where moneys must be disbursed by the 
State Treasurer for the payment of interest outside of the State. The 
interest upon State bonds is made payable in New York by the State 
Treasurer, and such is the contract between the State and the bond- 
holder, but no provision of law has been made pointing out to the 
treasurer the method of making such payment. Manifestly, the pay- 
ments can be made only through local banks with whom the State 
Treasurer may do business, but the law as now construed would seem 
to deprive the Treasurer of even this means of paying the State’s 
interest and thereby protecting the credit of the State. 

This omission, as well as the others, which have been called to my 
attention, as well as the result of judicial investigation, are, I think, 
within the constitutional provision herein first quoted and which makes 
it my duty to call the same to your attention and to make the recom- 
mendations herein contained.

No extra session shall 
continue for a longer period than twenty days. Each member of the 
Legislature shall receive for his services in any regular session not 
exceeding five dollars per day from the commencement of the session 
and ten cents per mile each way of the usual traveled route between 
his residence and the place of holding such session. The presiding 
officers of the Legislature shall each, in virtue of his office, receive 
an additional compensation equal to one-half of his per diem allow- 
ance as a member: Provided, That any member of the legislature who 
shall travel on a free pass in coming to or returning from the session 
of the Legislature the number of miles actually traveled on such pass 
shall be deducted from the mileage of such members, . 

Section 2. The question to be submitted to the electors of the State 
of Idaho at the next general election shall be as follows, to-wit: 
“Shall Section 23 of Article 3 of the Constitution of Idaho be amended 
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so as to permit regular session of the Legislature to continue for 
ninety days, and limit the introduction of bills to sixty days?- 

Section 8. The Secretary of State is hereby authorized to make a 
publication of this constitutional amendment in each county for at 
least six consecutive weeks prior to the next general election in not 
less than one newspaper of general circulation published-in each 
county.

Mr. Speaker: 

We, your Committee on State Affairs, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 
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We visited the State Penitentiary on January 26 and on February 6 
and carefully examined the same and found the cell roéms and other 
rooms occupied by the prisoners in an overcrowded and poorly vyen- 
iilated condition. The old cell house is in a very unsanitary condition 
and is also poorly ventilated and sadly in need of general overhaul- 
ing and repairing. The new cell housé, with a capacity of 48, is now 
occupied by 81 prisoners. There is also 81 prisoners confined in the 
old cell house, and its capacity is not over 50 prisoners at one man 
to a cell. We found one large room occupied by 46 prisoners and 
trusties, the cots being crowded together. The crowded condition of 
this building is such that it is a reflection upon the State, In the 
hospital, building there were six inmates,—four female prisoners in 
the woman’s ward. There were eight outside trusties. This makes a 
total of 226. 

In justice to Warden Whitney and his assistanis, we are very 
pleased to say that the Penitentiary is managed generally in a par- 


ticularly creditable manner. Sanitary conditions are observed strictly . 


in so far as it is possible so to do. An economic system of purchasing 
supplies has been adopted and carried out, and a bookkeeping system, 
which is of the most modern character, has been adopted. A thorough 
check plan has been established by this system and is kept upon all 
expenditures for the prison service, A very fair quality of food is 
provided at a very low cost per head, and this is avidenced by -the 
Warden’s annual report when the advance price of food stuffs is taken 
into consideration, . 

We visited the new heating, lighting and pumping plant recently in- 
stalled, and found it an excellent piece of work, well equipped with 
machinery of the most modern type. A well has been dug a depth of 
some 50 feet, from which an excellent supply of pure mountain water 
is obtained, and from thence pumped into reservoir pipes laid through 
the institution in the most approved fashion. The steam heating sys- 
tem is up to date and serves its purpose very well under the circum- 
stances, 


Another very commendable enterprise on the part of the Board of 
State Prison Commissioners, supervised by Warden Whitney, is the 
construction of an irrigation ditch, and one which has saved the State 
a large sum of money by using prison labor. It will prove of great 
benefit to the Penitentiary, and will furnish profitable labor for many 
of its inmates in irrigating and producing such crops as are best suited 
for the consumption of the prisoners. Be fer * 

There should certainly be some industrial plan inaugurated in order 
to Keep the prisoners occupied, and on such a scale that they can be 
employed the year round. True, there is an opportunity for most of 
the prisoners to be employed during the summer months in construct- 
ing buildings, quarrying rock, ete., but some indoor industry should be 
furnished in order to give them employment during the inclement sea- 
son of the year. We recommend, that the partially completed wing 
of the cell house be temporarily inclosed and furnished at the earliest 
possible date, and that the proposed cell house ad oining, the walls 
of which are partially erected be also completed and provided with 
cells without delay, and that an appropriation sufficient to a¢complish 
this be made. We further recommend :that the old guard’s kitchen be 
replaced with a stone structure, this being altogether necessary be- 
- cause of the dilapidated condition of the buildings now in use. 


Regarding the indeterminate sentence law, recommended for the

consideration of the Legislature by Governor Brady, we most -heartily _ 


endorse all that he has recommended. The plan is just what we need 
and the law carrying it into effect should be passed at this present 
session of the Legislature. In pursuance of this recommendation, your

I have the honor to inform you that I have this day transmitted to 
the Secretary of State with mv disapproval H. B. No. 36 by Woodward, 
which I am constrained to disapprove for the reason that I believe 
the same plainly in conflict with Section 7, Article 1 of the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Idaho, which provides among other things that 
“the right of trial by jury shall be made inviolate” and “in civil ‘actions 
and cases of misdemeanor the jury may consist of twelve or any num- 
ber less than twelve upon which the parties may agree in open court”. 
Had I any doubt of the unconstitutionality of this measure I should 
most certainly approve thereof, as I°do not presume to pass upon 
technical legal questions, and I believe the bill to be a wise one could 
it be adopted without infringing the Constitution. In this instance, 
however, I believe the bill to be without a question repugnant to the 
Constitutional provision above cited, and my personal opinion is for- 
feited by that of several attorneys whom I have taken pains to- 
consult.

Mr. Speaker: 

We, your Committee on State Affairs, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report: On Tuesday, February 2nd, we visited the Idaho Soldiers 
Home and found the Institution in a very crowded condition. In 
fact, the present building has not suffcient room for the accommoda- 
tion of the members who now occupy it, and there are a number of 
worthy applicants who cannot be admitted, because of the lack of 
room. 


The Home is kept in a very satisfactory condition and is conducted 
in a manner which reflects credit upon Commandant Chamberlain and 
his assistants. There are 164 members on the roll. and 142 actually 
present on the day we visited the Institution. Most of the small rooms 
have three occupants. These rooms, in most instances, are 12 hy 12 
feet, with 3 cots taking up most of the entire space. 

We found. upon examination of thé building, that the water table 
and stone window and door caps had been omitted, thus leaving the 
construction of the building very unsafe. The room known as the 
Assembly Room, the outside of which is circular in form, is already 
so badly damaged by this ommission of the stone window and door 
caps, that it is in a dangerous condition, and should be repaired. 

We recommend that a competent engineer be engaged to examine 
and correct this. The Hospital at the Home is a very creditable 
building, conveniently constructed and equipped with such appliances 
as are needed. The Commandant’s residence requires some improve- 
ment to make it comfortable. 

A very commendable feature in connection with the Home is the 
excellent use to which the Commandant has put the Agricultural land 
surrounding it. There are about thirty acres available for pasture, and 
agricultural purposes, and this produced farm products to the value 
of $3,322.00, as is evidenced by the Commandant’s report. The cash 
outlay was about $700.00, thus leaving a net profit of $2,600.00. <All 
the grounds are put to a beneficial use, which is thus quite an economy 
to the state. We recommend that, in addition to the $30,000.00 asked 
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for general maintenance for the next two years, the sum of $18,500 be 
also appropriated for the following items:

The Joint Committee on Public Lands submitted the following re- . 


port: 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

We, your Joint Committee on Public Lands to which was referred 
the question of the claims of certain settlers in Township 44N. R. 2 
se 3 E, B, M. as against the State of Idaho beg to report as fol- 
ows? 

We have carefully examined al] evidence available and the records 
at hand and haye consulted a number of persons familiar with the 
situation, and are able to-furnish our conclusions in respect thereto. 

The State of Idaho having a right to site lands in lieu of Section 
1686 in the Couer d'Alene Indian Reservation and other grants of 
Federal Government, to the State on the 5th day of July, 1901, made 
application for the withdrawal of these lands, which application, 
under the provisions of the act of August 18, 1894 gave the same 
sixty days preference right after the filing of the plat of the same to 
all lands except such as were actually occupied by the settlers at 
the time of withdrawal. All of the provisions of the Statutes were 
followed by the State, but the United States Land Office at Coeur 
d'Alene neglected to mark such lands as withdrawn from entry sub- 
ject or to preference right of the State, There seems to be no queg- 
tion but what some of the settlers now on the Jand in question made 
settlement of these lands without knowledge or information of the 
rights of the State, and after making inquiry at the United States 
Land Office, there seems to be no question om the other hand but 
what some of the settlers now on the disputed lands made settlement 
with the full knowldege of the State. 


It is impossible for your committee to determine who belongs to 
one class or who belongs to another; and this could not be done by 
the end of the session, 


After the plats of these lands were ‘filed, the various claimants ten- 
dered entry which was allowed by the Land Office, but was disal- 
lowed by the Commissioner whose latter decision was affirmed by 
the Secretary. of the Interior, the holder being in favor of the State 
except as to those who settled prior to July_5, 1901, the date the State 
made application for withdrawal, By agreement with the State the 
final decision was held in abeyance by the Secretary until March ist, 
1909, and title has not passed to the State. The State Land Board 
has therefore has the legal right to relinquish any part or portion of 
this Iand and will in place thereof, be entitled to its base lands in 
Sections 16 and 36 of the Coeur d’Alene Indian Reservation, or could 
make new selections on other public lands. The land embraced in 


r 
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the disputed townships are chiefly valuable for the timber contained 
thereon, and would require a good deal of labor to make the same 
suitable for farming, but the most of the land would probably be 
valuable as farm land after the removal of the timber. The home- 
stead settlements were, in most instances, made for timber rather 
than for agricultural value of the land. 

As to whether the State School fund will suffer by relinquishment 
of these Iands, your Committee is not prepared to say. Men who are 
familiar with the public land, claim there is sufficient land as val- 
uable as the land in question, from which the State can fill all its 
land grants. But the withdrawal of the public domain for Forest 
Reserver has removed much of the valuable land. The State con- 
tends that it has the right to selections within the Forest Reserve, not 
withstanding the withdrawal, but this point has never been decided 
by the United States Land Department, and is very much in doubt. 

It is the Opinion of your Committee, that the State Land Board is 
now clothed with sufficient legal authority to investigate the claims 
of settlers and to make relinquishment where just, but in view of 
the refusal to act without the consent of the Legislature, we there- 
fore favor the adoption of a resolution creating a Commission, without 
expense to the State, to examine into the bona fides of all the above 
claimants to the said Iand with power to recommend to the State Land 
Board, the relinquishment of the State's claim, and we therefore 
submit the following Joint Resolution, and recommend its adoption.

Dear Sir: 


I beg leave to call your attention to the fact that under the àp- 
propriation for this office the edition of the Fifth Biennial Report was 
limited to 6,000 copies. The edition of the previous one was also lim- 
itde to the same number and wholly exhausted 90 days prior to the 
publication of the present one; and the report is being called for at a 
rate which, is if continued, will exhaust the edition within a year. 

There are 1.127 common schools in the State and the children of the 
schools are asking for it, and there should be at least one copy in 
each school house. There are a large number of womens’ clubs in the 
state, with membership ranging from 8 to 255, and the women of these 
clubs are asking for it. The eastern railroads, if given the number 
asked for, would exhaust the whole edition at once. Our regular state 
exchanges require 140, and a very large number of libraries through- 
out the union are requesting to be furnished with it, and, last but not ` 
least the state ought to be represented with some kind of literature 
at the Alaska-Yukon Exposition. Every Pacific state and Territory 
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will be there with flaring advertisements of the resources and oppor- 
tunities of their respective states and territories. 

The eight session of the Legislature appropriated sufficient money 
to publish 15,000 copies of the Third Biennial Report of this office for 
the Portland Fair. The benefits to the State from that advertisement 
weré very great, and in my judgment if this session would appropriate 
sufficient money. to publish a 19,000 edition for the purpose of the 
Alaska-~Yukon Exposition, it would bring millions of permanent money 
into the State together with many settlers. 


Such an edition can be printed for a sum not to exceed $5,500.00 In 
addition, there would be the expense of maintaining a suitable person 
at the Exposition for some four months to distribute the booklets and 
talk up the state. The Ninth Session of the Legisldture appropriated 
$15,000.00 for the purpose of this exposition, but whether it is available 
for the purpose I am not now able to say. The Attorney General could 
advise you as to that.

Gentlemen: 

Permit me to call the attention of the members of your Honorable 
body to the fact that the Supreme Court of this State has recently de- 
<ided that he riparian owners of he lands adjoining navigable waters 
in this state own to the Genter of the stream or lake. Under the Con- 
stitution of this State all interstate waters belong to the state of Idaho, 
and under the decisions of many of the States the banks and beds of 
navigable streams also belong to the State and many of the Legis- 
ldtures of said States have declared the ownership of such banks and 
beds of navigable streams to be the property of the State, This State 


has neglected to declare its ownership to the banks and beds of navig- 
able streams and for that reason the Supreme Court of this State has 
decided that such banks and beds shall belong to the riparian owner. 
The State of Idaho was not made a party to this proceeding and up to” ~ 
the present time its rights and interests in such. banks and beds of 
navigable streams have not been considered. In establishing and per- 
fecting an irrigation system in the State of Idaho it often becomes 
necessary to construct reservoirs, dams, etc., for the storage of water, 
which under the present ruling of the Supreme Court, would require 
the purchase or the condemnation of banks and beds of streams and 
lakes before such needed improvements can be made. Again, these 
streams and lakes have ever since this State was admitted to the 
Union, been used as Public Highways, and hy common user the title 
to such banks and beds should be made in the State of Idaho. In 
order that there may be no question of laches, as to proper procédure. 
on the part of the permit me to suggest that your Honorable 
body might declare its title to the banks and beds of navigable 
streams and lakes in this State by the passage of the necessary enact- 
ment and that as a wise precaution, a request be made to the Honor- 
able Attorney General to file a petition with the Supreme Court asking 
that the State of Idaho be permitted to intervene in the case hertofore 
cited with a view of having the rights and interests of this State in 
the banks and beds of all navigable streams and lakes within the State 
fully conseryed and protected,

REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES: 


The following report was received from the Joint Committee ap- 
pointed to visit the State Institutions in northern Idaho: 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives: 

We, your Joint Committee appointed to visit the State institutions in 
the North, beg leave to report that we left Boise on the twelfth of 
February, 1909. The first institution visited was the Lewiston Normal 
School. We spent the entire day, Saturday the ith, inspecting the 
grounds and buildings. Saturday night a reception was tendered the 
Committee, attended by the Faculty and leading citizens of Lewiston. 
A very enjoyable time was had, and we were pleased with the unity 
of feeling that existed. On the following Monday we visited the School 
while in session, going through all the different departments and found 
the same in excellent condition under the management of President 
Black and faculty. We were especially pleased with the new dormitory 
for girls, known as “Lewis Hall”, which has recently been completed, 
and believe that the appropriation of two years ago has been economic- 
ally expended. We found upon inspection that the old portion of the 
Administration Building is badly in need of repairs, the ventilation 
being very poor and the building greatly in need of paint. We recom- 
mend that the amounts asked for for the various improvements be ap- 
propriated. We would further call the attention of the Legislature to 
the advisability of purchasing the property known as the Baird prop- 
erty, which is a fourteen room house, and half a block of ground ad- 
joining the main grounds of the Normal on the north-east. The build- 
ing on this ground can be utilized as a boys dormitory. We would also 
recommend the purchase of forty-five lots adjoining the property on 
‘the south, which is now vacant, and can be purchased at a reasonable 
price. This would be a suitable location for a gymnasium building, and 
the balance of the grounds for athletic purposes. Owing to the growth 
of the city, property is rapidly advancing in value, and in a short time 
it will not be possible to secure any property adjacent to the Normal 
grounds, and for this reason we recommend the purchase of the fore- 
going property. On account of the congested condition of the schools 
for physical and manual training, we recommend an appropriation for 
a symnasium and equipment. 

We your Committee, therefore recommend that the bond issue of 
$65,270 asked for in the report of the Board of Trustees, be granted, as 
well as an appropriation of $63,500 for maintenance. 

Supreme Court Building. 

While in Lewiston, we also visited the Supreme Court Building. We 
recommend the appropriation of 31,825 for the care and maintenance 
of this bzuilding. A bond issue of $5,000 is asked for the addition of a 
wing to this building, so as to provide private chambers for the Judges 
and we believe such additional room would be of great convenience and 
facilitate their work; this amount also provides for the installation of 
a heating plant for the entire building. 


North Idaho Insane Asylum. 

We visited the North Idaho Insane Asylum at Orifino, and inspected 
the various building and examined the stock and implements belonging 
to the institution. We found everything in excellent condition under 
the efficient businesslike and economical management of Dr. J. W. 
Givens. In the short space of four years with a very limited appropri- 
ation, he has finished the main building of the asylum, the superin- 
tendent’s residence, barns, silos, laundrys, and store rooms. He has 
nearly completed the east wing provided for by the Ninth Session of 
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the Legislature, having the roof on and the walls ready to Plaster. The 
stock belonging to the institution is well cared for and in splendid 
condtiion. We found the Institution in a very crowded condition, there 
being one hundred and thirteen inmates at the present time; most of 
. whom are kept in the main building. When the wing that is under 
construction is completed, it will just about accommodate the patients 
that are there at the present time, but with the annual increase and 
the fifty patients that are now at Blackfoot, but who belong to the 
North Idaho Asylum, more room will be needed, and we therefore 
recommend the erection of the west wing to the main building and a 
bond issue to cover the cost of the same. 

We further recommend that the other appropriations asked for by 
Superintendent Givens be granted. We find that the. Institution under 
the management of Dr. Givens is being conducted in a very capable 
manner, and we further recommend him for his unselfish devotion to 
the unfortunate charges in his care. 


University of Idaho. 


We reached Moscow in the evening of Feb. 16th, and were enter- 
tained at a reception and banquet given by the Domestic Science De- 
partment of the University in Ridenbaugh Hall, which was attended 
by the President and Faculty, the Board of Regents and prominent 
citizens. We spent all the following day in visiting classes, reviewing 
the cadet battalion, attending an assembly of students, and inspecting 
the grounds and buildings and in the evening met with the President 
and the Faculty in business session, every phase of the University work 
being thoroughly inspected. The class work appeared to us to he pro- 
gressing satisfactorily, the cadets impressed us favorably and the 
school spirit and loyalty of the students was a source of much gratifica- 
tion to the friends of the University. Professor McLean and the entire 
faculty seemed to be working in harmony and we felt proud of the 
high standard of efficiency shown in every department of the work. 
The lack of sufficient room for class work, study rooms, library and 
assembly hall, and the poor facilities for rooming and boarding the 
students, is a source of much regret and we feel that the State should 
remedy the conditions as rapidly as its financial resources will permit. 
We inspected the Administration building in course of construction, 
and found progress delayed by the failure to secure material in con- 
tract time. The bond issue provided by the last legislature will be 
sufficient to complete the central portion of the building, excepting the 
furnishing of the third floor. The work upon this building appears 
to be very substantial and when completed it will be practically a, fire 
proof building. The Board of Regents estimate that it will require 
$100,000 to complete the building, including the two wings; we believe 
this building should be provided for at this Session, if possible. We 
find the other buildings in good repair and all filled to their capacity. 
The new dormitory asked for is badly needed, and if built will perhaps 
meet the requirements for the dining hall asked for, at least temporar- 
ily, and we recommend that the dormitory be provided for. 

The installation of a central heating plant would save expense in 
fuel, janitor service and insurance, and we recommend that such a 
plant be installed; also that library fixtures be provided, and funds 
made available for books, for the library. We also recommend that the 
dairy herds asked for be allowed and barns be provided. It will be 
necessary to provide furniture for the Administration Building, and 
we recommend that the amount asked for this purpose be granted, 
also that additional mining machinery be provided. The amounts 
asked for the Caldwell Experiment Station and Agricultural Labora- 
tories appear to us to be reasonable and we recommend that such 
amounts be provided. We are inclined to think that the erection of 
a machinery building may be deferred, Without special injury, for two 
‘years, We believe the maintenance fund asked for is reasonable. By 
comparison with ten other state universities, we find that the maximum 
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salaries of professors in our university are lower than any of the in- 
stitutions compared. We recommend that maintenance in the sum of 
‘$50,000 for the next biennium be granted. The other items of general 
appropriation asked for are no doubt needed, but we are not convinced 
as to the necessity for the Law School or the amounts required for. 
agricultural extension and auxiHary stations, and make no recom- 
mendations as to these amounts. We believe the sum asked tor 
Regents’ expenses should be appropriated. We inspected the Agricul- 
tural Departments of the school, and found the same In good condition, 
as far as we are able to judge. We found a goodly number of students 
in these departments, and we are especially pleased with the work 
done in the dairying, soil analysis and testing departments. We found 
that the funds received from the U. S. Government for agricultural 
purposes were being expended in compliance with the laws providing 
these funds. 

Cadet Battalion, two hundred strong, request an appropriation of 
$2,000 to enable them to attend the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition. 
The soldier boys present a fine appearance and have a good brass band, 
and we believe they will creditably represent the University and the 
State. They agree to pay 1,200 toward the expense of the trip. We, 
therefore, recommend that such an appropriation be made.

Mr. Speaker: 


Your Committee on State Affairs respectfully report that it has vis-- 
ited the various state offices, and beg leave to submit the following 
recommendations: 


We find the business of the state increasing very rapidly and the 
consequent Increase of expense for the necessary to properly con- 
duct all the state offices we have visited. 


Particular mention may be made of the State Land Department and 
the small space of room allotted for it to accomplish th egreat, volume 
of business that has to be attended to therein. We also find that the 
office of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction has a great 
deal of work to accomplish, and, while ail the other state offices have 
since their creation increased their help this office has not up to the 
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present time done so, and we recommend that an additional allowance 
be made in this office for the maintenance of a competent stenographer. 
The office, in itself, is a very responsible one, and allows a salary of 
$24,000 a year; but this is low when compared with the salaries of 
other state officers of like class and responsibility. 

We have been careful in our examination to ascertain whether or 
not these various branches of the State Government are being con- 
ducted in as economical a manner as possible, and are pleased to report 
that under the present system this is being accomplished, but the 
present system of purchasing supplies and auditing expenses stands 
very much in ‘need of reconstruction and improvement. 

With reference to economy, we make the following recommendations: 

That an officer of the State or number of officers, be appointed as 
purchasing agents and that supplies for the state be purchased through 
these agents. This will accomplish quite a saving, as well as obtain 
for the state a more uniform class of books and supplies and print- 
ing of publications. We also recommend that a special auditor be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, to thoroughly investigate every claim pre- 
sented to the Board of Examiners with their approval, with which 
they are not thoroughly convinced it should be allowed. A geat many 
claims come in from all portions of the state, and we find that it has 
been impossible for the Board of Examiners to be absolutely certain 
as to whether all of them should be allowed in full or not. This item 
is very important and we find all the state officers ready to assist in 
any way possible to collect any expenditures which may have hereto- 
fore in this manner taken place,

We, your Committee on State Affairs, having on Saturday, Feb. 20 
visited the building now used for the Deaf, Dumb 202 Blind chijdren, 
peg leave to submit the following report: 

We find the institution, under the circumsrances existing in its tem- 
, porary home, very well conducted under the capable management of 
Dr. Watson and his assistants. The building is to sinall to accommo- 
date the children, who are now there, aud there ara a number of 
applicants who desire admission who cannot be /adtiited because of 
the crowded condition of the present quarters ‘We feel, however, that ° 
it is nevertheless fortunate that the quarters obtained, namely, the 
DeLamar Hotel, are so well suited to the care of the children as they 
are. The building is a very good one, well constructed and quite 
modern in appointments, its worse fault poing that it is Inadequate 
in size. By procuring a cottage nearby for the use of some of the 
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boys, the situation would be very much improvzd, and the cbildren will 
get along alright for the time being. 

With reference to the old Central School, recently damage by fre. 
and formerly occupied by these children, and a number vf State ofices, 
we recommend its repair at as early a dats as possinie. We find the 
rents paid by the State offices that have had to find quarters elsewhere 
since the fire in the old Central School building amount to quite a sum 
of money annually, which could be saved by the repair of this build- 
ing, by an expenditure of not more than $10,000.00 and occupancy by 
these State offices until the State building is finished. If quarters are 
provided in the old Central School building for the State Engineers 
office, there should be a most thoroughly fire proof safe erected therein 
because in his office are kept the valuable records of land deeds and 
bonds which have no duplicate and which affect and pertain to many 
millions of dollars worth of property belonging to the people of Idaho, 
which, if lost by fire, would involve endless trouble and litigation, 
Fire proof safes and deposit vaults should also be provided for the 
other State offices therein. We heartily endorse the granting of an 
appropriation of a home for the deaf, dumb and blind children. If 
this is carried into effect, if would no doubt relieve the situation so 
far as they are concerned by the time the lease expires, which runs 
until Jannary next. In any event, we recommend the repairing of the 
old Central School Building for occupancy of the other State offices at 
the earliest possible date.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


March 1, 1909. 
To the Honorable Senate and! House of Representatives, Gentlemen: 

The Register of the State Board of Land Commissioners has been 
advised by the General Land Office, that the State’s application for 
indemnity school selection list, Serial 01839, embracing 640 acres of 
timber land in Boise County has been rejected and is held for can- 
cellation. This land, I am informed contains the mnest quality of~ 
white pine timber, and whileithe decision directly involves 640 acres, 
yet if followed, it will establish a precedent for similar dispositions 
of the State's application for ¢lear lists to some 30,000 acres of similar . 
land in the aggregate at over $40,000. The facts in connection with this 
application, are briefly that the State, proceeding under the Act of 
Congress of August 18, 1894,'made application for the survey of this 
land on April 28, 1905, accompanying the applications with the esti- 
mated cost of survey, and pursuant to said application, the township 
was withdrawn from entry by the Department on May 18, 1905. Im- 
mediately following this withdrawal, viz; on the 29th day of May, 
1905, the township in question was embraced, by executive procilama- 
tion, in the Sawtooth Forest Reserve. On this state of facts, the 
Honorable Commissioner of the General Land Office held that the estab- 
lishment of the forest reserve defeats the rights of the State of Idaho 
to make selection. As your body is doubtless aware, over 700,000 acres 
of land in Section 16 and 36 are embraced within the forest reserve of 
the State, and it seems to be the disposition of the Federal Govern- 
ment, to extend rather than restrict this area. Any attempt of the 
State to establish its claims to any of this land seems to be studiously 
ignored or ingeniously defeated by the Department of Interior. While 
this land could be used as a base for lieu collections, yet the vast 
amount of Heu land which it would be necessary to select makes it 
unwise for the State to relinquish any right which it might be found 
to have in the forest area without exhausting all measures to establish 
that right, but under this last decision of the Land Office, it is not only 
an impossibility for the State to exercise its rights in the existing re- 
serve, but even where it makes application and pays moneys for 
survey or other land, it seems that it is impossible ror the President, 
by executive order, to defeat these selections, as fast as they are made. 
‘Without dwelling further upon the fact or conclusion to be drawn 
therefrom, we have to point ' out that what should be the most val- 
uable of the State grant is being rendered practically useless by-the 
executive and ministeral officers of the federal government. It is 
needless to say that the State will appeal to the Secretary from this 
decision, but previous action from the Department gives us very little 
hope that the appeal will accomplish anything. 

The attention of your honorable body is earnestly directed to these 
facts and the consequence ta be drawn therefrom, and I would re- 
spectfully recommend that you memorialize Congress on the subject, 
and urge that body, to enact a law which will establish the state’s 
rights to sections 16 and 36 in the Forest Reserve and will permit the 
State to make selections of valuable land without enabling the de- 
partment to nullify those selections as soon as they are made, through 
caprice. '

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 


The Joint Committee appointed to visit. the Institutions In the South- 
east, submitted the following report: 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


Your Joint Committee appointed by the Senate and House to visit 


the State Institutions in the southeast respectfully reports that it left ` 


Boise on Friday morning, February 12th, and arrived at Albion about 
four o’clock of the same day. That evening the Committée enjoyed 
a literary entértainment in the Auditorium of the Administration 
Building of the Albion State Normal School, and was later given an 
excellent banquet in the Girl’s Dormitory, ‘where the President and 
members of the Faculty and prominent citizens of Albion were present. 


” 


” 
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Each member of the Committee had a very pleasant time, and ap- 

preciate the courtesy and kindness of the citizens of Albion. Your 

o S devoted the 13th to the consideration of the affairs of the 
ormal, 

During the afternoon and night of the 18th, and forencon of the 14th, 
your Committee went from Albion to St. Anthony, arriving at the Idaho 
Industrial Training School, February 14th. The Superintendent, Mr. 
Humphreys, of the Institution, and his wife, received the delegation 
courteously, and soon after arrival took us to the dining room to 
see the children at their dinner. The kind discipline maintained and 
homelike conduct of the school much impressed the members of the 
Committee. While at the school we were entertained by the Superin- 
tendent at meals. During Sunday afternoon and all day Monday, the 
15th, your Committee was busily engaged in the examination of the 
buildings, grounds, apartments, work rooms, school work, etc., at this 
excellent educational institution. An entertainment given by the chil- 
dren, attended by the entire school, where the orchestra and band 
rendered music and several exceliént recitations were delivered, was 
much enjoyed by your Committee. During the night of the 15th, your 
Committee went to Blackfoot, and were received and "kindly enter- 
tained by the Superintendent of the Idaho Insane Asylum. The entire 
day of the 16th was devoted to inspecting this institution, and the 
intelligent care and consideration of the unfortunate patients confined 
therein was very gratifying to your Committee. During the evening 
a dance was held in the hall of the Asylum, where patients and at- 
tendants took part in the pleasures of the occasion. Dancing is a 
pleasant pastime frequently indulged by the patients and attendants, 
and seems to be much enjoyed by them. 

Your Committee reached Pocatello about two o’clock A. M. the 17th 
and during the forenoon of that day attended an assembly of the stu- 
dents of the Academy of Idaho where an excellent program was 
rendered. The main building, Boys’ and girls’ dormitories, building 
for manual training, and the infirmary were all very cdrefully in- 
spected and found to be well cared for. 

The President, trustees and several prominent citizens of Pocatello 
entertained your Committee at a banquet at a Bannock Hotel, and in 
the evening the students of the course in Domestic Science provided a 
luncheon for your Committee and the faculty of the Academy, which 
was much appreciated and greatly enjoyed. 

Leaving Pocatello that evening, your Committee returned to Boise 
during the night. 

We desire to set out in a more detailed way hereinafter our recom- 
mendations and findings relative to the institutions visited. 

The Albion State Normal School is located in the Town of Albion in 
a picturesque little valley at the base of Mount Harrison, some sixteen 
miles from the nearest railroad point at Burley. 

The institution has made a hard struggle under somewhat adverse 
conditions in the past, but, in the opinion of your Committee, is fulfill- 
ing its duties to the State and has prospects in the near future of 
greatly increased activity and influence in the work of educating teach- 
ers qualified to conduct the public schools of our State. 


The institution could use to an advantage and for the good of the 
State, the entire amount asked for as an appropriation from the Legis- 
lature for improvementsand maintenance accnrding to the report of the 
trustees. In order, however, to inform the Legislature as much as 
possible on the imperative needs of the institution, your Committee 
respectfully suggests that the items hereinafter set forth be first con- 
sidered as absolutely essential to the proper conduct and maintenance 
of the institution for the next two years. 

Your Committee made a complete and careful inspection of the physi- 
cal condition of all buildings, furniture and fixtures of the school, in- 
- cluding the administration building, the girls’ dormitory, the boys” 
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dormitory and the Model school, and discussed at length with the 
President the work and needs of the institution: - 

We find ample room for the accommodation of all students attending 
the school, With the excéption of the admi*nstration building and boys’ 
dormitory, the buildings are in good condition. The administration 
pbuilding and the boys’ dormitory are very much in need of incidental 
repairs, and we would recommend that the appropriations asked for in 
the report of the trustees, for painting, varnishing and replastering 
these buildings, amounting to $41,542.20 be allowed. 

The trustees ask for an appropriation of $1,1808 00 for the building 
and equipment of a central heating plant, which your Committee ap- 
proves, for the reason that there is no fire protection at this institu- 
tion an dthe saving in fuel would be considerable, should this improve- 
ment be made, besides reducing the premium for insurance and the 
danger of great loss by fire. 

The extra radiator sections for the girls’ dormitory asked for in the 
report, seem to your Committee to be very necessary, at the estimated 
còst of $500.00. 

The finishing of the third floor in the administration building to add 
four new class-rooms séems to us to be 2 proper expenditure of. the 
sum of $1,524.75, as asked by the trustees in their report. 

. The basement of the main building is now in rather an unsanitary 
and incomplete condtiion, and in as much as the trustees ask for an 
appropriation of $2,585.45 to finish the hasement and equip it for class- 
rooms, for manual training work, etc., and your Committee regards the 
improvement as justified, we would recommend that the appropriation 
asked for be made. 


In the itemized statement of the report of the trustees for new equip- . 


ment, we feel justified-in. recommending all items therein contained, 
_ but are inclined to believe that if it is necessary to cut out anything 
asked for, the school couli best get along without instruments for a 
band, guns for the cadet corps, and additional apparatus for manual 
training. 

In aE E the number of teachers necessary for the next two 
years and the amount of money which it is proper to pay such teachers, 
your Commtitee recommends that the sum of $45,000.00 be appropri- 
ated for the payment of salaries for such teachers. For the mainte- 
nance of the institution for the next two years, in addition to salaries, 
your Committee recommends the appropriation of $15,000.00. 

The title to the lands held by the Albion State Normal School is by 


‘deed in trust to the trustees thereof for the use and benefit of the State ` 


would forfeit its right to at least a portion of the land should it abolish 
‘or remove the Normal School or attempt fo use the land for any 
other purpose. 


Your Committee made a careful inquiry as to the number of stu- 
dents, course of study, the ages and residences of the students, and 
such other matters as would be of interest to the Legislature in con- 
sidering the character and extent of the work done by the Albion Nor- 
mal School. We find that there are about one hundred and ten stu- 
dents taking what might be called professional work, extending 
through a five years’ course; that the remainder of the estimated en- 
rollment, probably forty-six students, are engaged purely in academic 
work. The model school and kindergarten used in training teachers 
at this institution serves also as a public school for the town of Albion 
and surrounding country. The sum of $1,400.00 is raised as a school 
tax in the Albion school district and is turned over to the Albion 
Normal School to be used in helping to maintain the model songol for 
teachers exclusively is approximately $3,500.00. 

Exhibits furnished by the President of the school with information 
which it is deemed may be of interest to the members of the Lemala 
ture, are hereof attached and made a part of this report. 

In making appropriations for this institution it should be borne in 


° 


a 
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mind by the Legislature that the lands given to this Normal will prob- 
ably furnish an income of $16,000.00 during the next two years. 

Your Committee visited the Idaho Industrial Training School located 
about two miles from St. Anthony and inspected all the buildings and 
the land connected therewith. The institution is in excellent condition in 
every respect. It is neat and clean and sanitary, and the children are 
properly cared for in a kind way. They make practically all their 
own Glothing and are instructed in the work of tayloring, shoe mak- 
ing, cooking, farming, carinig for stock, and many other incidental du- 
ties in connection with a general practical education, aside from educa- 
tion in the usual studies taught in the public schools of the State. 

Superintendent Humphries and his wife are thoroughly competent 
by disposition and experience, to conduct such a school on the highest 
plane of proficiency, and they are aided in their work by a faculty of 
well trained and experienced teachers and assistants. 

The school is performing in the highest degree the objects sought to 
be obtained by its establishment. Owing to the large increase in the 
number of children confined therein, the accommodations in the way 
of cottages and school rooms are entirely inadequate to even the pres- 
ent‘ needs of the institution and the congested condition will likely 
become much worse because of new additions to the number of chil- 
dren during the next two years, unless the Legislature should make 
adequate provisions along the line of the recommendations in the re- 
port of the trustees. 

Your Committee was deeply impressed by the success and character 
of the work of the institution and earnestly recommend the appropria- 
tion of all items of expense asked for for maintenance and improve- 
ments at the institution. We desire, however, to set out certain items 
which regard as imperatively necessary if the school is to perform its 
work satisfactorily during the next two years, 

The law contemplates that each cottage or dormitory shall accommo- 
date but twenty-five children, but owing to the large number at the 
school it is necessary to confine in each cottage on an average of fifty- 
six children. Even the attics of the cottages are used for sleeping 
apartments. Your Committee would, therefore suggest that at least 
two cottages must be erected as Soon as possble, at an estimated cost 
of 15,000.00 each. 


The heating plant is in a stone building “djoining the main or admin- 
istration building, and, therefore, subject to the danger of fire that 
large and valuable buildings and makes insurance premiums thereon 
higher than they should be. Your Committec, therefore, recommends 
that by all means an appropriation of tae estimate amount needed 
$15,000.00—be made for the purpose of constructing a central heating 
and pumping plant. 

At such an institution where there are a great many boys capable 
of manual labor and who need the work for tneir proper training and 
education, and where it is necessary to raise hay and feed for milk 
cows and other stock and vegetables, berrics, fruits etc., it is essential 
that a large tract of agricultural land be available for use. The Super- 
intendent of the Institution has secured an option on one hundred 
sixty acres of land adjoining that now owned by the State, at $50.00 per 
acre and generously offers to give this opticn to the State. Your Com- 
mittee investigated the value of land in the vicinity and regards this 
as a very reasonable price, considering the quality of the land and its 
location and that it has a water right. We, therefore, regard it as very 
important that the State appropriate $8,00¢ 00 for the purchase of this 
tract of land. Your Committee desires to express its appreciation of 
the generous act of the Superintendent, Mr. Humpries; in turning over 
to the State an option that might have been retained as a profitable 
investment for himself personally. 


Milk is a very necessary article of diet for children at the present 
time, while the institution has about twelve cows, it is unable to 
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supply sufficient milk for the use of the children, and in view of the 
probable purchase of land whieh would furnish more feed for cows, 
your Committee regards the request of the Superintendent for an ap- 
propriation of $750.00 with which to purchase ten good cows’a wise 
expenditure. 

In order that early vegitables may be grown for the use of the in- 
stitution the trustees ask for an appropriation of $1,000.00 with which 
to build a green house, and your Committee regards such an improve- 
ment as a necessity. 

A wagon scale is necessary for the use of the Institution and $300.00 
is necessary to purchase the same, for the purchase of library sup- 
plies, books, music, etc. your Committee regards $500 00 as a reasonable 
sum and feel that the school should have the additional supplies 
asked for. 

An appropriation of at least $75,000.00 should be made if this insti- 
tution is to be properly maintained and kept at its highest degree of 
efficiency, as In the past, during the next bi-ennial the increase on 
students amounts to about twelve each month and it is impossible, 
the Superintendent informs your Committec, to discharge them at that 
rate, and it is likely that during the next two years there will be a 
large number received for whom adequate provision must be made. The 
growing needs. of the institution but indicate in increasing power to do 
good, and while the amount of money asked for by the Board of 
Trustees may seem large the Committee earnestly recommends that 
every item be allowed as set forth, if possible . 

Your Committee visited the Idaho State Insane Asylum located in 
the suburbs of the town of Blackfoot, and was gratified ‘to find that 
the unfortunate confined therein are in excellent as to health and the 
manner of their care and support and haye every comfort it is possible 
to give them. The buildings are in good condition and afford ample 
room for the present number of inmates of the institution and in view 
of the probable removal of fifty-three residents of northern Idaho to 
the Asylum at Orifino the accommodations will doubtless be ample for 
the next two years, even though a large number may be admitted 
during this period. 

Everything about the Asylum is clean and in excellent sanitary con- 
dition, except the barns. There are a large number of fine milk cows, — 
but theré are no barns in which to keep them, and the sheds used for 
that purpose are filthy and very poor makeshifts. The Superintendent 
requests an appropriation of $5,000.00 for the purpose of building @ 
barn and your committee regards such appropriation as very necessary 
for the maintenance of the institution in addition to the money re- 
ceived from other sources, the Superintendent estimates that $80,000.00 
will be necessary, and your Committee endorses that estimate. 


The salaries paid for the services performed by the competent men 
and women attendants are entirely too low. and many of the best leave 
to work at other institutions of a similar nature that pay more, thus 
making it dificult to maintain a high standing among those who are to 
have in charge the unfortunate inmates of this institutions. The Su- 
perintendent agrees to raise the salary twenty per cent for the attend- 
ants and maintain the institution in the usual excellent manner in the 
above requested appropriation is made. Women attendants are now 
paid from twenty-five to thirty dollars per month and men attendants 
from thirty to thirty-five dollars per month, and board. For similar 
services at the Penitentiary, guards get fifty dollars per month, and 
your Committee is informed, that other institutions of like character in 
the west pay considerably better wages. 

From the poor salaries by the attendants they are compelled to pay 
a discount in order to obtain cash if needed within a period of three 
months from the time the money is earned in view oz the long time, 
sometimes required for reports by the Superintendent to the State 
Board of Examiners and their approval of the claims and issue of war- 
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rants to pay the same. The Superintendent requests that some pro- 
vision be made or authority given whereby he may retain at the insti- 
tution 2 small sum in order to pay cash to such attendants as may 
need the money soon after it is earned, or to pay the balance due 
should an attendant resign or be discharged. Your Committee concurs 
in the recommendation, believing that it is right that the attendants 
be paid the full amount of the small salarv they are to receive without 
discount and without delay. 

The Superintendent of the Asylum earnestly recommends that the 
name of the Institution be changed to the “Idaho State Sanitorium,” It 
would be less painful to relatives and friends of those confined in this 
Asylum and even many patients who have sufficient understanding that 
they feel disgraced and humiliated unnecessarily by reason of the 
harsh name applied to this institution if the name were changed. It is 
in its nature really a hospital and your Committee therefore, unani- 
mously concur in the recommendation that the name be changed at. this 
session of the Legislature, as suggested by the Superintendent. 

The Academy of Idaho was established to fill a need in the educa- 
tional system of our state not fully supplied by any other public school 
in Idaho. The unusual and gratifying success which it has attained i 
the short time during which it has been in existence appears to ful 
justify its establishment. 

The Academy is iccated in the town of Pocatello, the railroad and 
business center of a large area of the state, and is in easy reach of any 
students desiring to avail themselves of the privileges afforded there 
to acquire a practical and useful education 

The Academy is well supplied with students, it has excellent build- 
ings, a good faculty and a practical educational course. The training 
students receive at this school is intended to qualify them to engage in 
actual competative business affairs of life, with the hope of being able 
to render useful and remunerative services. They are given courses in 
shorthand, mechanics, arts, domestic science, and music, in addition 
to haying the privilege of taking a college preparatory course includ- 
ing classical and scientific work. 

There are 210 students at the Academy, taking the following courses: 
55 in commerce, 60 in shorthand, 28 in domestic science, 20 in music, 
and the remainder doing purely College preparatory work. 

The President of the Academy is a practical educator, who has for 
years been a resident of Idaho, connected with its best schools, and 
is acquainted with the conditions and needs of our state. He is sup- 
ported by a competent faculty of twelve teachers. 

In order.that the Academy may have the buildings teachers and 
_ facilities it can adequately use in its growing condition, the Legislature 
should appropriations as requested in the report of the trustees, 
bearing in mind that the financial condition of the state might not be 
such as to allow all that may be profitably used, your committee has 
set out the following items, which it regards as absolutely essential to 
an economical administration of the affairs of the academy for the next 
two years it is to perform satisfactory work; | 

For salaries and general maintenance, the sum of $50,000.00 for the 
purchase of Library books and equipmeut for the departments of 
science, commerce, shorthand, domesti¢ economy and music, the sum 
of $3,000.00. 


For improvements and repairs on the various buildings, the sum of 
$2,000.00. For the construction and equipment of one wing to the Me- 
chanic Arts building 38,000.00. 


The Citizens of Pocatello offer to give to the State a tract of 60 
acres of land with a water right, near the Academy, worth about. $50 
per acre if it will be used for the purpose of giving instruction in agri- 
culture in conjunction with the other courses of this institution. 


The trustees estimate that it will require at least $8,000.00 to con- 
struct farm“ buildings and purchase for the machinery and stock to 
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make any use whatever of this land in order that the State may get the 
advantage of the generous offer of the citizens of Pocatello and at the 
same time establish a very important branch of study for the benefit of 
the agricultural resources of Idaho, Your Committee recommends that 
the appropriation asked for be allowed. Ti is not intended that this 
shall be an Agricultural College, but for secondary work in agricul- 
tural training. 

In conclusion your Committee and each member thereof desires to 
express much satisfaction at the excellent condition. in which the State 
Institutions visited were found to be maintained. The highly educated, 
trained and thoroughly competent men and women engaged by the 
Boards in charge of these institutions, to perform the duties that de- 
volve upon them in their reSpective positions, are a credit to the State 
and should inspire the confidence of the people in the ability of -the 
Albion Normal, The Industrial Training School, The Asylum, and the 
Academy to perform in a proficient manner the function that properly 
deyolve upon these respective State Tustitutions.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


The following message was received: 

Boise, March 2, 1909. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

At the recent session of the Idaho-Oregon Development Congress, 
held at Boise, Idaho, February 26th and 27th a plan was outlined 
whereby this state or some public corporation created by the au- 
thority of the State might assist in railroad and highway develop- 
ment as a corporate unit. It was proposeé to create railroad or high- 
way districts for the construction and acquisition of highways, includ- 
ing steam railways and electric lines. A bill authorizing the formation 
of such districts is about to be presented to the Legislature today. I 
have not examined the provisions of this particular bill and do not de- 
sire to he understood as endorsing any particular measure, but I feel 
that the overwhelming publie importance of some such legislation as 
this justifies me in especially urging upon vour body the consideration 
of this bill, even though it be during the hurried days of the closing 
of the session. If a system could be devised by which highway dis- 
tricts could build electrical or steam lines to assist in the development 
of southern Idaho, I would feel that a work has been accomplished, 
which will be of great importance to the material development of the 
state. I earnestly urge upon your body a careful ccnsideration of the 
bill about to be presented. I understand that this measure is prac- 
tically a copy of the present irrigation district law of this state, which 
has stood the test of the most rigid judicial scrutiny and has worked 
out excellently in actual practical application.
